London, June 1.— T hre e 
American 
sailing ships have been sunk by Ger­ 
man submarines, with a loss cf one 
life, th e British adm iralty announced 
today. 
T h e destroyed ships we re the 
Dirigio, the Francis M. and th e Bar 
bara. 
Joh n Ray, first mat e of the Dirigio, 
was drowned while trying to get into 
a lifeboat 
The F ra n cis M, w as sunk 
on May 18; the Ba rbara May 24, and 
the Dirigio yesterday. 
All th e m em b er s of the c r e w s of 
the Barba ra and the Francis M. were 
picked up. 
The Dirigio wa s attacke d yest erd ay 
morning without warning. Survivors 
of the crew said th at the G er m ans 
ra nsa ck ed the vessel before sending 
her to th e bottom. 
The ship wa s first 
shelled, but later overhauled by the 
Ger mans, who boarded her. 
Bombs 
exploded in the hull sent the Dirigio 
to the bottom.
